The main part of the sys- 
tem is a belt conveyor, running on 
trestle work along the wharf, and 
thence under the " -f of the mill. 
Along this conveyo. .he seed is car- 
ried from the end of the wharf, 250 
feet to a point in the mill, where it Is 
weighed and either stored or distrib- 
uted direct to the crushers. From the 
time It is taken from the barges until 
It leaves the mill as a finished product 
the seed is not touched, by hand . 


The present capacity of the plant is 


about 4.700 Luslu-ls (seventy tons) of 
cottonseed per hour, but this can be 


- largely increased. Jt ts estimated that 
j the construction will pay for itself In 
' wages saved in less than two seasons.

.•qxiuding months of thc previous year, 
MI llvil while her exports have in- 
crea-.xl i"> per cent, her imports have 
decreased. This marked reduction in 
Japanese imports su.ir.eist an inquiry 
as lo how great an effect it is having 
upon her purchases from ihe United 
States. An examlnMion of our own 
exports to Japan, made during the 
seven months covered by (lie Jaranese 
ilgures, shows a reduction of only IS.i 
per cent, in our sales to Japan, against 
A~ per com. in three of the world at 
large, as shown hy her own statement 
of imports.—Scientllie.

The cars behind the engine 
conveyed n detachment of sklrmUh- 
ers.

Since that lime l"rani-e and Germany 
have rc.-oyni/.cd sj>ecially constructed 
armored lialn as formidable units of 
lighting equipment, bin none arc so 
complete as lhal jx)ssesscd by the First 
Sussex Artillery Volunteers of Eng- 


completc train of ils kind in the world. 
Tho truck was specially constructed for 
the gun, which is mounted on an ordi- 
nary Held carriage and consists of a 
turntable pivoted on the centre so that 
il can be turned in any direction. The 
gun detachment is protected by a plat- 
ing six feet high around three of thc 
sides. Thc gnu is fired through an 
0|>enin£ aud thc recoil ia checked by a 
hydraulic brake on ilsown carriage. Hy 
ah ingenious uirangemenl of cro?s gird- 
ers It can be run out and supported on 
blocks, and a broad base may be ob- 
tained for the truck when (he gnu is 
lired at right angles to thc rails. To in- 
sure stability the truck can be secured 
to the rails by strong screw clips. The 
remainder of the'train is made upof 
an ordinary locomotive uud two bteel 
plated vans conveying a Maxim gun, 
the men, horses and the projectiles.

and machine guns are being &tensive- 
ly employed by the American troops in 
'the Philippines, and the successful is- 
sue of the light at Calumpit was attri- 
buted to the opportune arrival of such 
a tlying battery. The main objection 
to thc practicability of the armored 
train is noted in the Ixmrton Dally 
News. H Is suggested that the enemy, 
with a few men carrying small quanti- 
ties of dynamite, could easily destroy 
the roadbed. They could undoubtedly 
do this if the defender's cavalry re- 
mained idle, but armored trains should 
always be accompanied by a stiong 
force of cavalry.
